IN REMOTE SKY

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 28. — [Tribune 


Radio.]—According toa belated re- 


port from astronomical quarters in 
Stockholm, a new comet of gigantic 
dimensions was discovered on Oct. 5 
by a Russian astronomer, M. Dubiago 
of the University of Kazan. The po- 
sition of the comet was in Ship Argo, 
' south of Procyon and east of Sirius. It 
'was unfavorable to observations be- 
cause of its swift movement. It has 
‘not been located by European ob- 
servers. 

The comet was characterized by a 
round disc, the diameter of which is 
calculated at eight circular minutes of 


‘the fourth diameter of the full moon. 


The comet is the first one to be de- 
tected this year. While five’ comets | 
were detected by Swedish astronomers 
last’ year, none had been located this 
year, and it is thought here that big 
cosmic revolutions in the last month 
are not impossible.
